SYDNEY, Australia, Jan. 
28.—(CP)—Australian news- 
papers are publishing prom- 
inently recent demands for a 
public inquiry into the dis- 
astrous Malayan campaign of 
1942 after reporting publica- 
tion in the United States of a 
speech delivered by Winston 
Churchill at a secret session 
of the House of Commons a 
few weeks afttr the loss of 
Singapore. 

QUOTING FROM the speech, the 
Sydney newspapers have under- 
lined the reference by the former 
prime minister to disparagement by 
“credible witnesses” of the conduct 
of Australian troops during the Bat- 
tle of Singapore.

Concerns Settle 
Wage Disputes 


NEW YORK, Jan. 28.— (AP) — 
The United States labor-manage- 
ment picture took on its rosiest 
hue in weeks today as one high 
government official predicted an 
end to the crippling steel strike 
“within a week or so.” 

SAYING HIS FORECAST was 
based only partly on the trend 
shown in the recent Ford and 
Chrysler wage agreements, this 
official added that more particu- 
larly there are signs within the 
Steel industry itself that settlement 
advocates are gaining the upper 
hand. 

The industrial scene now is 
brighter than in months past, offi- 
cials said, with the new Ford and 
Chrysler wage agreements await- 
ing union ratification, a threatened 
railroad strike averted, and the 
country’s packinghouse workers re- 
turning to their jobs following 
federal seizure of the meat packing 
industry. 

But the strike of 750,000 steel 
workers gradually strangling the 
manufacturing industries remained 
the No. 1 coneern of the govern- 
ment. 

THE FORD and Chrysler settle- 
ments will mean little to reconver- 
sion, officials said, if those com- 
panies are to be long cut off from 
steel; moreover, General Motors is 
under less compulsion to settle its 
own 10-week strike as long as the 
steel shutdown remains a barrier to 
all-out production, 

Another obstacle to a GM settle- 
ment, it developed, is the an- 
nounced determination of the CIO 
United Auto Workers not to re- 
sume work at GM for the 18-cent 
increase they accepted from Ford 
or the 18% cents accepted from 
Chrysler. 

Walter Reuther, vice-president 
of CIO-UAW, said Saturday, “we | 
will not settle with GM _ for less 
than 19% cents”. This is the figure 
recommended by the presidential 
fact-finding board.

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French Blonde 
Relates Details 


Of Nazis’ Camps ® 


By WALTER CRONKITE 

NUERNBERG, Jan. 28.—(BUP)~. 
A pretty French blonde told the 
war crimes court in lurid detail 
today that the Nazis turned wo- 
men’s concentration camps into ex- 
perimental sterilization centres and 
slave markets. 

THE WITNESS WAS Madame 
Marie-Claude Vaillant - Couturier, 
Communist member of the French 
assembly and a survivor of the 
Auschwitz and Ravensbruck camps, 

She said Jewish women par- 
ticularly were used in sterilization 
experiments with X-ray and opera- 

ons, 

“ “The Germans said they were 
looking for the best method of 
sterilization so they could repopu- 
late all the western European coun- 
tries with Germans within one 
generation after the war,” she 
testified. 

SHE SAID pregnant Jewish wo- 
men were forced to undergo opera- 
tions and Jewish babies born alive 
were drowned in buckets. 

She began her testimony timidly 
but her voice grew strong and 
angry as she recounted the camp 
horrors. Some of the defendants 
appeared to wince under accusa- 
tions. 

“Non-Jewish women,” she said 
“where allowed to have babies and 
keep them but thé babies seldom 
lived more than four or five weeks 
because of the conditions.” 

She said women at the camps 
constantly were forced to answer 
roll call in the nudé. 

“THE SS RECRUITED servants 
and prostitutes at will among the 
inmates of Auschwitz,” she said. “A 
female camp boss made rude re- 
marks about the women’s figures 
while SS officers examined the pri- 
soners and picked out the ones 
they wanted.” 

She said the gas chamber execu- 
tion scenes at Auschwitz were remi- 
niscent of Dante's inferno. 

“Forty-five minutes after the ar- 
rival of transports, the sky was 
reddened around the camp by lights 
from the burning pits,” she said 

“ONE NIGHT we were awakened 
by horrible cries. We learned the 
next day that the Nazis had run 
out of gas and children had been 
hurled alive into the furnaces.” 

The witness described the Ra- 
vensbruck camp as the principal 
female slave market for German 
factories.” 

“Women inmates were assembled 
and visiting factory managers felt 
their muscles in an effort to select 
the best physical specimens,” she 
said.

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Social Security 
Plan in Britain 
Wins Approval 


By JAMES McCOOK 

LONDON, Jan. 28.—(CP)—With 
the comment “better than Bever- 
idge” some Labor members of par- 
liament — rebellious two months 
ago—are approving the govern- 
ment’s omnibus bill to insure the 
British people against sickness, 
unemployment, and old age and to 
assure payments for orphans, 
widows, mothers in employment 
and bereaved families. 

LAST FALL 150 back-benchers 
protested that the basic 10 shillings 
($2.22) weekly paid to old-age pen- 
sions was insufficient and they 
were not satisfied by the govern- 
ment reply that supplementary pay- 
ments were made to 1,600,000 of the 
4,000,000 British pensioners. 

James Griffiths, national insur- 
ance minister, has promised the 
new pension rates, presumably in- 
cluding the retirement pension of 
26 shillings ($5.72) weekly, will be 
paid by next autumn, 

The “retirement pension” re- 
places the old age pension, The 
benefits follow the proposals out- 
lined by the white paper issued by 
the Churchill coalition government 
in September, 1944, except that 
rates have been increased from 29 
shillings to 33 shillings, sixpence 
for a widow with child and from 20 
shillings to 26 shillings week for 
a widow's pension. Extended pro- 
vision also has been made for the 
care of widows. 

THE BEVERIDGE report on 
social insurance and allied services 
was brought down in December, 
1942, and proposed the plain cover- 
ing of all citizens without any upper 
income limit Dut having regard to 
their different ways of life. 

The Labor government plan ac- 
cepts several of the Beveridge pro- 
posals, including the suggestion 
that the retirement pension may 
be claimed at any time after the 
minimum age of retirement—65 
for men and 60 for women, 

Sir William suggested that a 
single man or woman receive 24 
shillings weekly for unemployment, 
retirement or disability benefits 
while the government proposal is 
26 shillings. His proposal for 36 
shillings weekly for 13 weeks for 
employed mothers as a maternity 
benefit has been adopted.

Information has been given out that 
price ceilings will be removed from some 
lines of goods, perhaps in a week. What 
commodities will be affected is not stated, 
other than that the restrictions will be 
taken off only where supplics have become 
large enough to meet any probable de- 
mand. } 

Care will have to be taken that the sup- 
plies are really, and not only apparently, 
sufficient. It will be better to err on the 
right side, if at all, and leave the ceilings 
on when there is a reasonable doubt that 
the law of supply and demand will keep | 
prices from shooting upward. 

Tt will not do, either, to take the supply | 
situation in Montreal and Toronto and | 
other large eastern centres as reflecting | 
the situation the country over. For what- 
ever reason there has been considerable 
lack of uniformity in this respect through- 
out the war period. Some things which 
could not be found in Edmonton stores 
were on Sale in eastern cities—and also at 
Vancouver. 

Consumers have been taught to depend 
on price ceilings, both to protect their poc- 
kets immediately and to prevent inflation. 
They have come to do so, and are by no 
means anxious to see these controls relax- 
ed at a risk of prices being bid upward. The 
fact that strikes are crippling production 
in the United States is naturally making | 
them skeptical about the safety of taking 
off controls until conditions here are more 
assured, | 

There is of course no point in keeping 
an arbitrary ceiling on a commodity when 
competition would accomplish the same 
purpose. But neither is there any need to 
remove a ceiling where circumstances do 
not definitely promise price stability. 


The Vital Thing

What- 
ever it can do beyond this, in the way of 
improving conditions in backward states 
and cultivating more positive friendship 
between nations, will be all to the good. 
But the point must not be forgotten that

Wherever a farm or a factory or a mill 
or a mine keeps steadily in operation, in- 
flation is being fought.

That is their only sure pro- 
tection against another bout with chaotic 
conditions. 


Memorial Riots 


Followers of the late Suhbas Chandra 
Bose have been paying tribute to his 
memory in an appropriate way, by staging 
anti-Moslem, anti-British, anti-police riots 
in Bombay. Appropriate because Bose was 
the renegade in whose behalf Japan sent 
an army of more than 100,000 men to in- 
vade India, with the avowed purpose of 
making him the Henry Pu-Yi of that teem- 
ing country. 

The “nationalist” leader failed in his 
attempt to become Tokyo’s puppet at Delhi 
because the Indian army wiped his Japa- 
nese column of invasion off the map, and 
out of exisvence almost to a man. Chandra, 
his sponsors announced, was killed some- 
where last August, by whom and in what 
circumstances they did not explain. The 
riots are a fitting expression of the disap- 
pointed hopes, but undying race hatred, of 
his Bombay factionists. 

The worst that could happen to the dis- 
turbers is that the Moslem, Sikh and 
Pathan troops which annihilated Bose’s 
Japanese army should be sent to restore 
order at Bombay. They are rioting only 
because they know that will not be done. 
Curse the British authorities as they may, 
and do, these minority racialists who want 
to make themselves masters of India’s hun- 
dred tribes know taat the authorities will 
not let Moslem troops avenge the wrongs 
done to Moslem civilians. 

It would be a sad day for the race- 
rioting “nationalists” if they got what they 
are asking for.

That is a 
pretty grim reminder of what follows 
when a key industry goes out of produc- 
tion. The even worse feature is that these 
indirect effects extend faster as time 
passes. By the end of another week the 
Steel-men may be heavily outnumbered by 
lay-offs at factories which cannot keep go- 
ing without steel.

(1)—"“To a listener at this nine- 
province food conference at Otta- 
wa, this farm production program 
| demonstrated a fact that will as-

|ture. Canada will face the post- 
war world as an exporter of food 
‘and farm produce, on a scale even 
greater than after the last war. 
That will be the framework of the 
future problem of Canadian farm- 
ing. This great, driving food-pro- 
ducing capacity built-up to meet 
war demands, will have to have an 
outlet in the days after the guns 
cease firing!” (B.T.R, in “The Bul- 
letin” of Dec. 17, 1942.) 

(2)—"Mr. Hannam pointed out 
that the federal treasury has been 
paying a share of the food bill of 
the consumers of Canada. If, for 
instance, there had been no draw- 
back for the millers on wheat or 
flour, the consumers would have 
been paying two cents a loaf more 
|for their bread. it is unlikely that 
the consumers understand that, In 
;milk they would have been paying 
| three and a half cents a quart more, 
had it not been for the government 
| subsidies. These subsidies are not 
{likely to be carried forward into 
| peacetime, but how are we going to 
make the change-over? These sub-

Lands Veterans 


HALIFAX, Jan, 28.—(CP)—The 
beginning of the end of Canada’s 
repatriation program came _ into 
sharp focus here Saturday as the 
former French luxury liner Ile de 
France carrying 9,040 passengers 
steamed out of the turbulent North 
Atlantic into the calm of Halifax 
harbor. The big troopship was de- 
layed more than a day by violent 
storms, 

THOUSANDS MILLED about 
the entrance to the dockside as 
milltary police kept the jubilant 
crowd at bay while disembarkation 
Was in progress. 

Included among the passengers 
@board were 7,560 army, 1,203 RC 
AF, 63 navy, 43 civilians and a 
Spattering of merchant navy and 
British army personnel, 

A few hours before the Ile de 
France arrived, another troopship, 
the Lady Rodney, docked with the 
27th Armored Regiment (Sher- 
brooke Fusiliers) of Sherbrooke, 
Que., and the New Brunswick Rang- 
ers from Sussex, N.B. 

THIS WAS THE Rodney’s last 
repatriation run for she is to be 
changed over to carry war brides 
and children of Canadian veterans. 
Her crossing took 12 days, three 
more than scheduled, and many of 
the veterans were seasick during

NEW YORK, Jan. 28—(CP)—Con-

VARICOSE VEINS 


The term varicose veins means 
an unnaturally swollen condition of 
the veins and usually refers to the 
veins of the legs. These veins bring 
the blood back up the legs and are 
consequently working against grav- 
ity. As a means of keeping the 
blood from flowing backwards, 
these veins are provided with 
valves, 

In severe cases, the disfigurement 
from varicose veins will be pro- 
nounced, and the veins stand up in 
twisted, tortuous ridges. Such veins 
cause the patient considerable dis- 
tress as he would be unable to do 
much walking or to do any work 
which requires standing for long

sidered, I regard prolapsus of the 
abdominal organs as the main cause, 
however, if the patient is troubled 
with severe constipation this will 
serve as a contributing cause. 

When the blood fails to escape 
from the legs, the veins fill up with 
a column of blood which is stag- 
nant. The walls of the veins in time 
become weakened and are not able 
to resist the strain placed upon 
them. The veins are stretched or 
dilated and the stretching pulls the 
valves apart, allowing the blood to | 
seep backward. The veins then be- | 
come distended with blood. ‘The 
cure consists in the removal of the 
mechanical causes which once more 
allows the blood to circulate as it 
should. 

The fast is of value as the first 
step toward securing relief, and 
should be followed by a careful 
diet. If prolapsus is present this 
must be overcome. Exercise of the 
abdominal muscles, and manipula- | 
tive treatments over the abdomen 
may be required. By fasting, diet- 
ing, manipulation, and exercise it 
is possible to give the patient 
enough relief so that he will not 
be greatly troubled with varicose 
veins and will remain comfortable. 
It is very difficult to bring about 
what could be called a complete 
cure by any treatment the patient 
is able to use at home. 

However, local treatment given 
with ice is a good home treatment 
which often brings partial relief. 
Several times a day, ice is to be 
applied to the varicose veins and 
this will strengthen the walls as 
the ice will cause them to contract. 
Hold the ice against the affected 
veins with a towel and press the 
ice directly against the swollen part. 
Continue for 3 or 4 minutes and 
use the treatment at least twice a 
day. 

In severe cases, such methods of 
treatment as the injection method, 
removal of part of the veins, or the 
wearing of a rubber stocking, may 
be necessary. Different methods 
must be used in different cases, to 
suit the needs of the patient. The 
injection method may produce good 
results in some cases but should be 
avoided in others. If you are in | 
doubt as to which method to rely 
upon the best plan is to talk the 
matter over with your physician 
and secure his advice after he has 
examined the veins.

FROM complaints I have received from various parts of this 
province it seems that there has been considerable mis- 
understanding concerning the tax relief granted to members 
of His Majesty’s Canadian Armed Forces by the Alberta 
‘Soldiers’ Relief Act” of 1940. In certain cases municipal- 
ities have refused to grant members of the forces the exemp- 
tion from taxation provided under the Act, and on the other 
hand certain persons have continued to enjoy these exemp- 
tions long after they had ceased to be entitled to them. 
IN GENERAL, UNDER the act, 
W y the “home property” of a soldier, 
sailor or airman is exempt from 
taxation from the beginning of the 
year in which he joined the forces 
until the end of the year in which 
he was discharged, or killed. 

It does not apply to all proprety 
owned by a soldier. In the case of 
subdivided land it is limited in 
size to four contiguous lots, one 
house, or two quarter sections. If 
a soldier owns more property than 
this he may choose which part of 
it he wishes to be exempt. In case 
he fails to make the choice the 
municipality must make the choice 
on the basis which they believe the 
soldier would have done—which 
would naturally be to choose the 
one on which the taxes were high- 
est, or which was the most valu- 
able. 

TO QUALIFY for the exemption 
from taxation the serviceman must 
have owned, or held an assessable 
interest under an agreement for

1939, or for six months before he 
joined the services if he acquired 
it after that date.

Also, that 95 per cent 
of the failures in the first grade 
are due to the child’s inability to 
read, 

READING AND VISION are tied 
together firmly. The child may be 
suffering from all kinds of ab- 
normalities of the eye without the 
parents being aware of them. The 
parent should be suspicious when 
the child fails to learn to read 
when it is obvious that he is a child 
of normal intelligence. 

The Public Health Bureau of the 
New York State Optometric As- 
sociation lists the following as pos- 
sible signs of seeing difficulty.

On High Bridge 
To Be Debated 


Whether or not trolley coaches 
will be operated over the high level 
bridge will be debated by city coun- 
cil Monday night, when a notice of 
motion by Ald. C. E. Gariepy will 
be considered. This motion calls 
for the re-opening of the question 
of trolley-bus operation over the 
bridge. 

THE QUESTION or such oper- 
ation was decided last year by coun- 
cil when aldermen accepted reports 
from City Commissioner R. J. Gibb 
and street railway superintendent, 
Thomas Ferrier, to the effect that 
trolley-bus operation over the 
bridge would be safer than the 
present street car service. 

Several aldermen were absent 
from council when the decision to 
operate trolley buses over the 
bridge was made. They include 
Alderman A, Bisset, KC, and Mayor 
Harry Ainlay who were on bolidays. 

MAYOR AINLAY has expressed 
opposition to the routing of trolley 
coaches over the bridge, and other 
aldermen suggested the alternative 
route over the Fifth street bridge. 

Also to come before council will 
be the recommendations of the 
utilities committee recommending 
the establishment of seven new 
street railway services, and the 
erection of an addition to the street 
car barns, and also the construction 
of a garage at the barns to house 
30 motor coaches. 

These proposals will cost approxi- 
mately $850,000 for equipment, and 


necessary street improvements to| 


permit economical operation of the 
motor coaches and trolley buses. 

COUNCIL ALSO will be asked to 
deal with a recommendation from 
the city commissioners that approx! 
mately $390,000 worth of paving be 
undertaken as local improvements 
this year, This is the largest amount 
of paving to be undertaken under 
this heading since the start of the 
World War. 

Also to be considered is a com- 
munication from the Vctoria WC 
TU asking for the elimination of 
wine advertising cards in street 
ears and trolley coaches, 
report te council, the city com- 
missioners point out that the ad- 
vertisement referred to is sponsor- 
ed by a wine company and merely 
asks the public to hold their Vic- 
tory Bonds. 

The commissioners report that 
the Groat Ravine dump will finally 
be abandoned by the end of ths 
year. They state that only three 
teams are hauling to the dump at 


present, 
DEALING WITH THE request 
from the Edmonton board of 


health asking for the elimination 
of all open dumps in the city, the 
commissioners report that “It is im- 
possible to do away entirely with 
open dumps. These must be con- 
tinued, eitherinthecity or outside 
the city limits, and would b2 re- 
quired even for material put 
through the incinerator, in addition 
to which there is a large amount of 
material which could never be put 
through the incinerator. 

A JOINT REPORT from Com- 
missioner Gibb and Mr. Ferrier is 
being submitted to council relative 
to the safeness of trolley bus oper- 
ation over the high level bridge. 

In it they state very definitely 
that under the detailed proposals 


the operation of the trolley coaches | 


over: the bridge will be even safer 
than present operation of street 
ears, and these have been running 
now for 35 years without any ser!- 


ous accident having occurred. | 
They point out that because of its | 


solid construction the trolley coach 
will be safer in a wind storm than 
would the upper portion of a street 
car, which would conceivably be 
lifted off the under-carriage by a 
wind of much higher velocity than 
has yet been experienced in Ed- 
monton.
